THE PROPOSED FINANCIAL RE« 
FORMS IN EGYPT. 
PROPOSITIONS WHICH THE EGYPTIAN MIN- 
ISTRY DO NOT LIKE—A FRENCH DIP- 
LOMATIC AGENT KILLED. 

Cairo, Oct. 7.—M. Barreré, the French 
Diplomatic Agent, has received a telegram stat- 
ing that M. Herbin, the French Consul at Khar- 
toum, was killed at the same time Col. Stewart 
and bis party were massacred by Arabs. 

The city of Dongola is now garrisoned with 
600 British troops and 1,000 black Egyptian sol- 
diers. The climate is good, the health of all 
within the city is excellent, and the influence of 
El Mahdi with the Egyptians is rapidly waning. 

Lord Northbrook, the British High Commis- 
sioner, proposes the abolition of the Egyptian 
Army and the substitution of 9,000 police in its 
stead. The Egyptian Ministry oppose this plan.

Col. Vincent, the financial adviser of the 


Khédive, has made a report upon the financial 


situation in Egypt, and has made a proposition 
to the Khédive to suspend the payment of the 
tribute paid to the Sultan of Turkey. This trib- 
ute amounts to $3,600,000 perannum. Lord 
Northbrook, the English High Commissioner, 
has signified his veto of the proposition, and Nu- 
bar Pasha, the Egyptian Prime Minister, threat- 
ens to resign unless a nucleus of an army is left.

Maprip, Oct. 7.—The royal decree in re- 
lation to the importation of sugars into Spain, 
the features of which were announced yester- 
day, has been gazetted.

15 and the duties on foreign sugars will be in- 
creased on Jan. 1.

ABERDEEN, Oct, 7.—The centenary cel- 
ebration of the consecration of Dr. Samuel 
Seabury as Pishop of Connecticut opened here 
to-day. Communion services were .held in all 
the Episcopalian Churches, many American 
clergymen assisting. The Bishop of Connecti- 
cut was present and preached at oneof the 
churebes. Dr. Seabury was consecrated in this 
city in 1784, and was the first Bishop of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in America. A 
banquet was held this afternoon in connection 
with the celebration. The Marquis of Lothian 
presided. All the Scotch Bisnops and the Bishops 
of Winchester, Minnesota, Albany, and Fond du 
Lac were present. 
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SUSPECTED OF MURDER. 
MERIDEN, Conn,, Oct. 7.—It was an- 
Aounced recently in the New-York Staats 
Zeitung that six human bodies or skeletons had 
been discovered in a cellar ofa tavern in Turzig, 


& Prussian town, by the recent purchaser of the 
place, while he was making some improvements. 
Suspicion turned to the former proprietor, a 
man named Richard Sievert. who after selling 
out soon after sailed for America. The skele- 
tons were, it is supposed, those of merchants 
“who were killed: by Sievert, who robbed and 
then buried them. Last April a man 
who gave the name of Carl _ Seifert 
came tothis city. He bought quite a tract of 
land, and was evidently 1n comfortable financial 
circumstances. There are men in Meriden to- 
day who knew Seifert in the old country, and 
they also knew him as the keeper of that tavern 
in Turzig where the skeletons were found. 
Moritz Greeneris one of themen. Since the 
affair was made known Scifert has sold his lots 
here and told his friends he was going out West. 
The men who knew him in Turzig communicated 
the intormation to Chief Ford, and he notified 
the German Cunsui at New-York. The Consul 
replied Monday evening that he had not received 
eny information that Seifert was wanted in Ger- 
many. Seifert answers the description exactly 
iven of Sievert. Mle is tall, about 40,and has a 
londe beard. He seems to have pienty of 
money. Hedenies any knowledge of the crime, 
but Mrs. Seifert admitted to-day that they had 
sived in Tarzi¢ wp to last March. She said she 
knew nothifg of the skeletons.

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ARREST OF A COTTON BROKER.

A LAWYER AND DETECTIVE WHILE CHAS- 
ING HIM MISTAKEN FOR THIEVES. 

Two strangers rang the bell at Busch’s 
Hotel, in Hoboken, at 3 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. The porter admitted them, and they went 
from room to room in so daring a manner that 
the porter thought they must be robbers and 
had them arrested. One of them was William 
H. Humpbries,a lawyer of Columbus, Miss.; the 
other was John J. Huli, who said he was a book- 
keeper of Twenty-eighth-street and Broadway, 
New-York, but who is really a private detective. 


They said that they were hunting for Louis 
Green, a cotton broker, who is wanted in Missis- 
sippi to answer indictments charging him with 
embezzlement and forgery. He left the South 
two years ago, after, as Humphries and Hull 
said, tleecing cotton shippers out of goods valued 
at $100,000. It is said that he forged bills of lad- 
ing for goods by which cotton men in New-York, 
Fall River, and some other places were large 
losers. 

Humphries and Hull said that ever since his 
flight they had been seeking him. Vhey had 
traced him, after much labor, to New-York, and 
Monday evening learned that he was at Busch’s 
Hotel, Hoboken, which accounted for their de- 
scent upon that establishment. The two 
men were discharged, and later in the 
morning Green was taken into custody. He 
admitted that he had misappropiated moneys, 
belonging to others, but denied the charge 
of forgery. He professed a willingness to 
return to Mississippi without waiting for extra- 
dition papers, but the lawyer was afraid that he 
would make trouble in some of the States 
through which he would have to pass on his 
way back to the South and secure his release on 
habeas corpus. He requested, therefore, that 
Green be held until the necessary papers for his 
extradition had been secured. Kecorder Mc- 
Donough agreed to hold him till Monday next. 
He wiil, however, be detained by an officer at 
the hotel. 

When Green was arraigned Humphries was, of 
course, an interested spectator. A clerk in 
Busch’s Hotel recognized him as one of the men 
who had made the disturbance in the hotel, and 
pointed him out to Officer Holm. The olficer 
knew nothing of the previous arrest and dis- 
charge of the lawyer, and hurried him back toa 
cell in spite of all protestations. Recorder Mc- 
Donough, who had meantime left the bench, 
was called back, and opened court to release the 
imprisoned lawyer a sevond time. 

Green wasa cotton broker at Columbus and 
agent forthe White Star Line, a cottun-carry- 
ing company engaged-in transporting cotton 
from Mississippi to the East. It is alleged that 
by false bilis of lading and other manipulaticns 
of orders he contrived to swindie manufacturers 
at Falls River, Mass., and brokers and merchants 
of New-York out of various sums of money, ag- 
eregating nearly $100,000. He tied in April, 1882. 
On the eve of his departure, Capt. Humphries, 
who represented a'number of the creditors, called 
on Green and managed to obtain $26,000 on 
account of monev due the Ontario Mills of Fail 
River. Green promised to settle the balance of 
the claim the next day and started ostensibly for 
Mobile to collect the money. He went instead 
to some seacoast town and boarded a steamer for 
Europe. A few daysago it was learned that he 
had returned to this country. He was traced to 
a boarding house on Clinton-street, Newark, but 
before action could be taken to apprehend him 
he had gone. He was afterward traced to Ho- 
boken, where, as already stated, he was arrested. 
He has a wife, an attractive and accomplished 
lady, and a child born just prior to his flight. 
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DR. GOERSON MUST DIE. 


TWICE CONVICTED OF THE MURDER OF HIS 
WIFE AND MOTHER-IN-LAW. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 7.—A dispatch from 
Harrisburg announces that the Supreme Court 
of Pennsyivania has affirmed the finding of the 
Court of Quarter Sessions of this city that Dr. 
Albert G. F. Goerson is guilty of murder in the 
first degree. This is a celebrated case. The mur- 
der for which Dr. Goerson is to suffer death was 
committed more than four yearsago. Young 
Goerson, whose father was a very respectable 
physician, wasa man of meny occupations and 
leading a wandering life. In April, 1879, he 
married the daughter of Mrs. Elizabeth F. 
Souder, in whose house he had been boarding for 
some time. Mrs. Sounder died in March, 1880, un- 
der suspicious circumstances, after she bad ex- 
ecuted a will in favor of her daughter, Goer- 
son's wile. On the Tuesday following the Sunday 
when Mrs. Souder was buried Mrs. Goerson, 
her daughter and the wife of the prisoner, who 
had been in good health up to that time, was 
taken iil and showed the same symptoms which 
bad characterized her mother’s last illness. 
From day to day she grew worse, andon Thurs- 
day Dr. Goerson sent for a scrivener to draw his 
wife’s will. Thescrivener prepared the will on 
that afternoon, and on Friday morning, April 
2, she executed it, devising and bequeathing ail 
her property to her husband. On the Friday 
and Saturday nights following Goerson admin- 
istered a white powder and sugar with his own 
hand. She grew much worse on Saturday, and 
on Sunday, April 4, Dr. Goerson aroused Sadie 
Souder, a niece of the deceased, and informed 
her of the death of Mrs. Goerson. 

Dr. Goerson betrayed anxiety with reference 
to a buria! certificate and the proposition for a 
Coroner’s inquest. He obtained by fraudulent 
means a certificate purporting to have been 
signed by Dr. Haines, but really written by a 
servant, which stated gastritis as the cause of 
death. The suspicious neighbors and friends 
were not satisfied. and, a Coroner’s inquest be- 
ing held, it was found that the body contained 
four grains of commervial arsenic. The investi- 
gation was continued, and the body of Mrs. 
Souder, the mother-in-law, was disinterred, and 
an analysis of the contents of the stomacn re- 
vealed one grain of arsenic. Goerson was tried 
and found guilty of murderin the first degree, 
but the Supreme Court granted a new trial on a 
technicality. The second trial resuited in 
another conviction, and he will my ce peg be 
hanged. His only hope now is the Board of Par- 
dons, and that body is not likely tointerfere with 
the execution of the law. 
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CHEAP CABS FOR NEW-HAVEN. 
New-HAven, Conn., Oct. 7.—A line of 
cheap herdic cabs was put on here yesterday by 
a Boston company. They are four-wheelers, and 
will carry four passeng rs. The rates are 25 
cents per passenger for any place within the 


city. If hired by the hour, the charge is $1 an 
hour. Six cabs have been put on now, and twenty 
more wili begin to run as soon as the system is 
fairly started. The present rates are extortion- 
ate, and custom has allowed the backmen to 
charge even more than the liberal law permits. 
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SUICIDE BY SHOOTING. 
Sanpusky, Ohio, Oct. 7.—John Conley, 
of Huron Township, this county, committed 
suicide to-day by shooting. He marned a 


wealthy widow named Churchill, of thiscounty, 
a year ago, and as be was very intemperate they 
soon quarreled. Since then he had been more 
dissipated than ever, and finally to-day, when 
his wife had him arrested for an assault upon 
her, he blew his brains out with a musket.

chased, in 1880. through their agent, J. M. Denison, an undivided two-thirds interest in a tract of timber, ooal, and iron lands situated in Vinton and

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THE MERIDIAN CONFERENCE. 


A STRONG PROBABILITY THAT NO AGREE- 
MENT WILL BE REACHED. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—From interviews 
had to-day with delegates to the International 
Prime Meridian Conference and .American 
scientists who have taken an active interest in 
the subject it is believed that the conference 
will fail to arrive at any agreement with regard 
toacommon prime meridian. The opposition 
of the French delegates to the adoption of an 
English meridian is still firm, although that op- 
position seems to be the result of patriotic and 
sentimental rather than partisan considera- 


tions. Further information obtained to-day 
with regard to the long debate in yester- 
day’s session shows that, although the 
French delegates were willing to waive their 
preterence fora prime meridian running through 
their own country, ye 4 were not willing to rec- 
ommend a meridian which would cross the ter- 
ritories of any other great power. They insisted 
upon a common prime meridian which should be 
absolutely neutral—that is, which should be 
wholly outside the limits of ry and Amer- 
ica. Communder Sampson, of the United States 
Naval Observatory, in replying to the French 
delegates, pointed out that a prime meridian, 
in order to be accurately determined and 
fixed should run through some _ estab- 
lished national observatory, and should 
be in telegraphic communication with the 
rest of the worid. It would be inconvenient 
and difficult to tix a prime meridian through 
Behring Strait or across the Azores, as sug- 
gested by the French delegates, because there 
were no tacilitiesin either place for the neces- 
sary astronomical work. Furthermore, econ- 
omy as well as convenience required the adop- 
tion of the meridian now most generally used— 
namely, that of Greenwich. More than [0 per 
cent. of the world’s shipmasters used this 
meridian in the calculation of their longi- 
tude, and the cost of the necessary changes 
in existing charts, if any other prime 
meridian -,were adopted, would exceed 
$10,000,000. Prof. Adams, one of the delegates 
from Great Britain, said that the question under 
discussion was a practical, not a sentimental, 
one, and the eminent delegate from France 
(Prof. Janssen) seemed to have lost sight of that 
fact. The question was simply, What meridian 
would be most convenient for the greatest num- 
ber. Ifa “‘neutral’’ meridian was selected it 
would not cnly involve a vastnumber of ex- 
pensive changes in existing charts, but it would 
make necessary the establishment of an observa- 
tory at some remote and comparatively inac- 
cessible point for the determination of such 
meridian, because it would be impracticaole, if 
not impossible, to determine the longitude of a 
place by geodetic calculation aione. 

Prof. Janssen, in reply to his critics, main- 
tained that the question was one of geography 
and navigation, and that the estabijshment of an 
observatory on the prime meridian was not nec- 
essary. Prof. Newcomb, Superintendent of ‘the 
United States Nautical Almanac Office, who wus 
present by invitation, was then introduced to 
the conference by President Rodgers as **the 
-most eminent of American astronomers,” and 
brietiy zave his views upon the subject. He said 
he did not rd an observatory on the prime 
meridian asabsolutely essential, and to this ex- 
tent he concurred with Prof. Janssen. If, how- 
ever, the meridian of Behring Strait or the 
Azores should be chosen, it would be necessary 
to mount a transit instrument there. If a point 
be selected where there is no observatory the 
distance from that point to some observatory 
must be calculated. He called the attention of 
the French delegates to the fact that even the 
Azores are not, strictly speaking, neutral ground, 
since they oe to Portugai, and it would be 
bard to find a meridian which would not cross ter- 
ritory belonging to some one of the great powers. 
When, after some further debate, the confer- 
ence adjourned, there was m evidence of any

Years 
ago, when a young man, he fell in love with 
Alice Oates. Whether tne actress ever returned 
his affection is not known. He certainly thought 
she loved him in return. One day he found 
out his mistake. He was told that his 
love was not reciprocated. He immedi- 
ately began to drink heavily, and from that 
time to the day of his death be was seldom tree 
from the intiuence of drink. He obtained a 
number of engagements on the stage, but troke 
themall. He could never be trusted to keep 
sober any length of time.

THE CLEVELAND FIRE BUGS. 


THREE INCENDIARY FIRES IN THE CITY YES- 
TERDAY. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Oct. 7.—The heavy 
rains of the past few days seemed to have puta 
stop to the work of the incendiaries, and the citi- 
zens were lulled into the belief that the scare 
was over. It wasa false hope, however, for at 3 
o’clock this morning fire was discovered in the 
large block owned by C. Ross, corner of Pros- 
pect and Ontario streets. The fire had been 
started under the main stairway, and when the 


engines reached the building the flames had 
mounted to the second story. The fire was soun 
under control, the joss, however, reaching about 


About daybreak an attempt was made to fire 
the fine Standard Oil Elock on Euclid-avenue. 
The scheme was discovered before any damage 
had been done. At4o’clock this afternoon fire 
broke out inthe large frame dwelling No. 582 
Superior-street, owned by Moses Hall. The 
fiames had gotten such a start that it was found 
impossible to save the building, and it was com- 
pletely gutted. The fire was started in the rear 
of the residence by incendiaries. There had been 
no fire on the premises for three hours. 

The manager of one of the largest insurance 
companies in New-York Vow 4 has issued an or- 
der to the company’s agents here directing them 
to cancel all policies, not only on saw milis and 
lumber yards, but on blocks. This cancellation 
is to be done at once unless the city authorities 
offer a suitable reward for the apprehension of 
the fire bugs. A motion is to be made in the 
Council next Monday night offering a reward of 
$5,009 for information leading to the arrest and 
conviction of the incendiaries.

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AN OPERA HOUSE BURNED. 


THE FIREMEN GET DRUNK AND UNFIT TO 
BATTLE WITH THE FLAMES, 


SoutH BETHLEHEM, Penn., Oct, 7.—A 
fire broke out this morning under the stage of 
the Grand Opera House. When the alarm was 
given the flames had gained much headway, and 
it was at once seen that it was impossible to save 
the building or its contents. South Bethlehem 
firemen responded promptly, but they had. no 
steamer, and the engine of the rolling mill was 
utilized to pump water. Tne Bethlehem steam- 
ers were asked to come to the scene and lend 
their aid, but they refused to respond un- 
less ordered to do so by the Chief 
of the Fire Department. After hunting 
high and low for the Chief he was found, 
and finally gave his consent to send the 


Bethlehein department to the scene. This 
was ulmost two hours after the fire broke 
out. The roof had then failen in and carried all 
the walls down to the first story with it. The 
front part of the opera house, H. J. Jacob’s 
jewelry store, and the Bethlenem tron Com- 
pany’s store, which was packed with all kinds of 
dry goods, carpets, groceries, &c., with nearly all 
the stock, were destroyed. The loss on the com- 
pears stock is estimated at $25,000, and on the 
uilding at $60,000. The latter is insured for 
$30,000,and the former for about $20,000. 

By thetime the tiremen got into service the 
entire ~ part of Palace Row, adjoining, was 
wrapped in flames. Help came from the Fire 
Department‘in Bethlehem, and all the com- 
panies abandoned the opera house and directed 
their attention to saving the row, the first story 
of which was burned off. The row was occupied 
by Willam Wint as a liquor store; Milton 
Laufer, stove and tin store; A. H. Uhiman, 
music store; J. H. Fahs, as a green grocery, 
and four families. All the occupants lose 
heavily, the stock and furniture being dam- 
aged by water. Jacob’s loss is eavy. 
He escaped from the building in his night- 
clothes. Fahs knew nothing about the fire until 
near 4o’clock. He occupied the upper part of 
the building as a dwelling. and was awakened by 
thesmoke. Heandhis child were nearly suffo- 
eated. Charies Fogel,a fireman, had his head 
badly cut by the falling walls. Severa] men had 
their clothing and hands burned in trying to 
save the stock in the company’s store. 

The opera house was 50 by 100 feet, four sto- 
ries high,and was purchased of Abraham Yost 
several years ago at Sheriff’s sale. It had a seat- 
ing capacity of 1,500 and was remodeled this 
Summer. What caused the fire is not known, 
but itis supposed to have originated in one of 
the dressing rooms, as one of the members of the 
company was smoking there at the close of the 
performance. The** Separation” company, which 

layed last night in the house, removed all their 

aggage atter the last act, It has been the eus- 
tom before last night to leave the baggage in the 
opera house until the next morning. Engage- 
ments had been made with various companies 
for performances, all of which will now have to 
be canceled, as there is no other large building 
in town where performances can be given. The 
burned opera house will be rebuilt at once. The 
total loss on buildings and stocks is estimated at 
$125,000. 

Through the recklessness of several firemen 
who were under the influence of liquor the fire 
may result in the lossof life. While four men 
were standing on a ladder it fell, and a man 
named Mauser had his back broken. Heisina 
critical condition, and his life is despaired of. 


UNNATURAL PARENTS. 


TRYING TO BARTER THEIR DAUGHTER FOR 
A PENNSYLVANIA FARM, 

Port JERVIS, Oct. 6.—A wealthy middle- 
aged widowernamed Dominick Mines,ownsafarm 
on the border of Wayne and Luzerne Counties, 
Penn. It is occupied by a farmer named Obert, 
and Mines boarded there with hisfamily. Obert’'s 
daughter Lena isa pretty girlof 18 years. Both 
Obert and his wife are noted for being extremely 
close-fisted, and for an almost insane desire to be 
rich. A month orso ago Minesoffered to make 
a deed of a farm near the one on which he lived 
if he would give him his daughter in marriage. 
Although the daughter was entirely ignorant of 
the fact that the widower Mines desired to marry 
her, her parents eagerly accepted his offer. They 


said nothing to the girl about their intentions to- 
ward her, and Mines never alluded to the subject 
in his daily conversations with her. The Oberts 
at once begaf to prepare for the wedding, which 
was set down for the evening of Oct. 1. Week 
before last Mrs. Obert greatly astonished her 
daughter by telling her that she intended to give 
a large party.

The 
mother of Gen. Beale and the aunt of Mrs. 
Beale. two venerable ladies, the one 87 and 
the other 81 years old, witnessed the ceremony. 
The others of the marriage party were Gen. and 
Mrs. Beale, parents of the bride; Mr. Washing- 
ton McLean and wife, parents of the groom;

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THE TERROR OF THE MOUNTAINS, 
A KENTUCKY OUTLAW AND HIS UNPUNe 
ISHED CRIMES. 


LouIsvIL1E, Ky., Oct. 7.—This morning 
while a number of mountuineers were standing 
about the United States court room, waiting to 
be called as witnesses in the moonshining dis« 
tillery cases, an officer stepped up and laying hig 
hand upon the shoulder of a roughly dressed 
young fellow said, ** You are wanted for mur- 
der.” The young man’s name is Lincoln Banks, 
and he is now in jail. He lives in Letcher 
County, one of the wildest of the mountain 
counties of Eastern Kentucky. Aithough but 
22 years old he is one of the most dariug and 


reckless men in all that section of the country. « 
His personal bravery, his fearlessness of any kind 
of danger, his coolness, and the accuracy of his 
aim with any kind of a firearm have made him 
the terror of the mountains. Oneinstance of his 
free and easy manners is enough to show his 
character. He had some trouvle with a youn 
man named Byman and swore that he would kil 
him. Ore night a party was given to which By- 
man took a young lady. While the fun was at 
its height the door was suddenly flung open and 
Banks walkedin. He had a cocked pistol in hig 
hand. Without removing his hat he asked in @ 
thundering voice if that —— —— scoundrel wag 
present. There was no answer for a moment, 
and then Byman sprang into the middle of th 
tloor, which had by this time become deserted, 
and taking quick aim tired at his enemy. The 
shot was a close one, making a bioody line acrosg 
Banks’s temple. Six shots followed in rapid suc< 
cession’ When the smoke cleared away Bymar 
was found dangerously wounded, and the sound 
of the hoofs of a flying horse told that Banks 
was making his escape. 

Some weeks ago Banks got into a dispute with 
a young man named Coon Moore. Moore wasa@ 
quiet, well-behaved fellow, who interfered with 
nobody, and was more than ordinarily peaceful. 
No one seems to know what caused the quarrel.’ 
One day Banks gathered a gang about him and 
marched them up the mountain to where Moore 
lived in a lonely little cabin. On the way there’ 
he stopped at a wild mountain glen. Great black! 
cliffs rose up on every side. Turning to the’ 
crowd of rough, half-drunken_men aronnd him,' 
Banks said: ** That’s where I’m going to kill} 
Coon Moore.” A messenger was sent up. 
to Muore’s house, while the party waited for him 
in the glen. A ruse was used to get him to come, 
and when his unsuspecting victim appeared in! 
sight Banks carefully concealed himself and his 
friends. Suddenly he sprang out from behind a 
rock, and leveling his pistol at Moore fired. It 
needed only one shot from such a man, and 
Moore lay dead witha bullet through his heart.: 
The people seem to have been afraid to make. 
any attempt to punish the young murderer, 
so awed were they by the terror of 
his name, and nothing was done. until; 
he reached this city. He will be taken back to, 
the mountains, and will doubtless be tried and 
acquitted. A moonshiner who gave the above 
facts casuaily mentioned three or ‘our other 
murders that have been committed in Letcher 
County in the last month, none of which have 
been reported through the press, and not ons of 
which has been punished. 
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A HEAVY JUDGMENT. 
THE CITY OF NEW-YORK MUST PAY $1,500,<« 
000 FOR UNUSED WATER METERS. 

ALBANY, Oct. 7.—The decision of the 
Court of Appeals to-day in the case of John 
Baird against the Mayor, &c., of the City of New-« 
York, involves a judgment against the city of 
about $1,500,000. It isthe famous water meter 
case, which has come down as a reminiscence of 
the days of Boss Tweed. In 1871, when Commis- 


sioner of Public Works Tweed awarded a con 
tract to José F. De Navarro for 10,000 water 
meters at $70 each. A competitive examination 
was held, and from the 40 entries Mr. Edward 
H. Tracy selected the Navarro meter and recom< 
mended its adoption to Mr. Tweed. Itappearsthat 
the meters were furnished to the city, according 
to the contract, but for some reason they were 
never used,and the municipal authorities re- 
fused payment. After the disclosures of the ras- 
calities of the Tweed Ring there was a suspicion 
that this contract might have been one of the 
ring’s jobs, and the claims of Mr. Navarro were 
stoutly resisted. His suit against the city was 
referred to Judge John K. Portter, who had 
the matter before him seven years, both 
sides being represented by very able coun<« 
sel. Judge Porter finally rendered a judg- 
ment in favor of Navarro for about 
$1,125,000. An appeal being taken’ ta 
the General Term by the city on the opinion of 
Judge Daniels, the decision of the Reteree wag 
set aside, both on the facts and thelaw. Mr. 
Navarro. or rather his Assignee, John Baird, 
carried the suit to the Court of Appeals. The 
case was argued last Juneat Saratoga, Judge 
Samuel Hand. of Albany, and Judge Asnbel 
Greeu, of New-York, appearing for Mr. — 
and Francis N. Bangs forthe city. The cour 
to-day handed down a decision reversing thé 
judgment of the General Term and affirming 
the judgment entered on the report of the Ret- 
eree. The opinion, written by Chief Judge Ruger. 
is concurred in by allthe Judges. It is thouchi 
that, with costs and interest, the city will have 
to pay nearly $1,500,000.

GEORGIA CROP REPORTS. 

CotumeEts, Ga., Oct. 7.—The crop report 
to the end of September shows that cotton wad 
greatly injured by the drought that prevailed 
over nearly the entire State during the month 


of September. The plant was attacked by thd 
rust, the bolls opened prematurely. anda larger 
part of the “ top crop” was lost. The bolis are 
much under the usual size, and lint is very short. 
Instead of yielding one pound of lint for three 
of seed, the usual return, it requires of the 

resent crop 1,300 to gin out 4090 pounds of lint. 
Many of the correspondents believe that the 
crop will be gathered by the Ist of No< 
vember, at the latest. The weather has 
been exceptionally favorable for picking. 
The average yield for the State is 152 pounds per 
acre, against 130 pounds last year. The yield of 
corn per acre is estimated as follows: Early< 
planted bottom corn, 37 bushels per acre; re 
planted on bottoms, 16 bushels; as 
upland, 10 bushels; late-planted upland, 5 bush-< 
els. The small-grain crop, wheat and oats, wag 
one of the largest. if not the largest, ever cath~ 
ered in the State; but the harvest season wag 
very unfavorable, and the crop of oats 
articularly was damaged in the field atter 
Saber cut. The storms and high tides dam- 
aged the rice crop. The tides ran over 
the banks and backed on the rice, injuring that 
which had been cut and stacked in the field, 
causing it to sprout. The loss from the tides is 
estimated at from 10 to 25 per cent. On the 10tb 
of September the wind blew hard; the raing 
were very heavy, continuing for several days, 
The rivers were speedily filled, and the water, 
meeting the high sea tides, fiooded most of the 
rice lands, damaging the crop at least 25 per 
cent. A considerable portion of the June plant- 
ing was caught in the blossom, but it is too eariy 
to estimate the damage to that part of the crop.

According to the 
story, Gen. Sullivan, on bis return from his in- 
vasion of the Indian country in the Genesee 
Valley in 1779, camped where the present village 
now stands. As he intended to transport 
his troops down the Chemung River on 
rafts, and was unable to carry many 
of the horses with the army, he ordered all the 
others killed. When the first settlers came 
here, about 190 years ago,they found great 
mounds of horses’ skulls piled in the vicinity. 
These, it was Supposed, were some of the re- 
mains of Sullivan’s horses, 4nd that they had 
been heaped up in that way by the Indians. The: 
settlement was given the name of Horseheads, 
and when, in 1837, the village was incorporated 
and given the name of Fairport, the old resi- 
dents fought for eight years to have theold 
name restored, which was donein 1845. Theold 
native stock of Horseheads is strongly opposed 
to the change and wil! make a fight against it.

Our readers will find in our columns 
this morning a fac simile reproduction of 
Mr. BLAINe’s famous letter of Dec. 30, 
(13,) 1880. On its face it relates to an in- 
nocent transaction, which concerned no 
one but Mr. Biatne and those with 
whom he was dealing. But on 
the 22d of July, i884, Mr. BLAINE 
wrote another letter, denying ex- 
plicitly that ‘‘ he ever at any time owned 
a share of stock” of the kind for which, 
in the first letter, he subscribed and paid. 
Here, in black and white, over his own 
bold signature, is the proof that he has 
for his political advancement, in a most 
treacherous and cowardly manner, told a 
deliberate lie. The character of the man 
is in these letters. The first has become 
famous only because the second is in- 
famous. 


A Washington gentleman of inquiring 
mind says that, if the officiai rolls of the 
departments tell the truth, there are em- 
ployed by the Government in that city 

‘ess than 450 persons who claim citizen- 
ship in Ohio. He has discovered that up 
to dete 900 residents of Washington have 
taken advantege of reduced railway rates 
and have gone home to Ohio to vote there. 
This slight discrepancy seems to him to 
require explanation. 





Mr. BLAINe’s speech at Parkersburg, 
West Va., was characteristic of the mat. 
It was unquestionably an able speech, 
and as unquestionably a disingenuous 
one. His plea to West Virginia (accom- 
panied by a threat) to support protection 
because protection had increased the 
wealth of the State was made with the 
knowledge that all the protection the 
State could fairly claim would be as 
secure under Mr. CLEVELAND as under 
himself. And-his allusion to ‘the repeal 
of the system of protection” by the Mor- 


rison’ bill is’ distinctly dishonest. He 


ignored entirely and intentionally the 


evils which had been brought upon the 
South by the horde ef corrupt officials with 
whom he consorts, and whose power he 
would, if elected, be compelled to perpetu- 
ate. The speech was an insult to the 
intelligence of his audience. 


The Tribune may be pardoned for in- 
sisting that the charge recited by Mr. 
BEECHER as made by Mr. Joy is the one 
which Mr. Joy has already denied. It 
acts under Mr. Buatne’s direction, with 
whom it is a cardinal principle when 
he is charged with horse stealing to 
vigorously deny that he robbed hen 
roosts, and to invite-all his organs to 
publicly suppress the evidence. Nor is 
it singular the Commercial Advertiser 
should follow the same line, though it 
must be very annoying to the sagacious 
gentleman who is erroneously supposed to 
be responsible for that weak and disrepu- 
table sheet. Meanwhile we note that Mr. 
BLAINE has not as yet complied with Mr. 
BEECHER’S suggestion to submit the nar- 
rative as he tells it to Mr. Joy for con- 
firmation or denial. Yet we do not doubt 
that Jay GOULD would send it over to 
London as a deadhead message if BLAINE 
dared to have it sent. 


‘*Blessings brighten as they take their 
flight.” The evening Blaine organ com- 
pliments Mr. DORSHEIMER on his service 
in the House, regrets that private business 
prevents his accepting a renomination, 
and somewhat illogically nominates him 


to the Senate.

The Court of Appeals has decided that 
the city must after all be a victim of the 
great water meter swindle of 1871. 
TWEED got the act through the Legisla- 
ture authorizing the Commissioner of 
Public Works, who was himself, to put 
water meters into hotels, manufactories, 
&c. He then made a_ contract with 
Navarro for 10,000 meters at $70 
each, testified by experts to be $40 
more than they were worth. In fact, 
under test they proved to be worth 
nothing and were never used. Controller 
GREEN refused to pay forthem. NaVARRO 
assigned his claim to JoHN BarrD, who in 
1874 brought suit to recover $700,000, with 
interest. Ex-Judge PORTER was ap- 
pointed Referee to try the case. His re- 
port was not made until 1880, when he 
decided in favor of the plaintiff’s full 
claim, with interest amounting to more 
than $400,000. The entire judgment en- 
tered was for $1,126,148 13. The General 
Term of the Supreme Court a year ago set 
aside this decision on the ground that the 
contract with NavaRRo was not author- 
ized by the law, and that the circum- 
stances indicated fraud. Itordered a new 
trial before a jury. This decision is now 
set aside by the Court of Appeals, and the 
city is to be mulcted about $1,500,000 for 
this infamous swindle of TWEED’s. 





THE REVOLT SPREADING. 


The difficulty with which honest Repub- 
licans accept Mr. BLAINE for the sake of 
the party increases. We predicted that 
it would be so when he was nominated. 
We felt sure that as his record and char- 
acter were examined thoroughly and im- 
partially, as they had been by those 
who rejected him from the start, the 
number would grow of those--convinced 
that the party would be irreparably hurt, 
and not helped, by supporting him. The 
latest and one of the most striking in- 
stances of this process is the retirement of 
Dr. Forest, of the Sixth Congres- 
sional District of this State, from the 
Blaine Electoral ticket. This is an in- 
cident without parallel in the history of 
the Republican Party in this State, and 
we believe without exact parallel in the 
history of any party in the United States. 
There have been Electors who have with- 
drawn their names because | their opinions 
have undergone a change, or because they 
thought that the candidate to whom their 
faith was pledged did not fairly represent 
the party. But here is a gentleman who 
declines to vote for the man he was chosen 
to vote for because of the evidence of that 
man’s bad character in public life. With 
every possible inducement to retain his 
ministerial position, and nothing but his 
conscience to prevent, he finds himself 
compelled to retire. 

The case of Mr. Epwin N. HILu, of 
Haverhill, Mass., is scarcely less note- 
worthy. Mr. HILL was a member and 
leader in the Massachusetts Legislature. 
He is an accomplished campaign speaker, 
was on the list of speakers for BLAINE, 
and Chairman of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Blaine Club of histown. He 
has been driven from BLAINE in part by 
the latest evidence of the candidate’s du- 
plicity, and in part by the position of Mr. 
BuiAIne’s defenders and by the shocking 
spectacle of demoralization that they pre- 
sent. He carfot consent to join them, or 
to expose himself to like influences. 

These are the latest conspicuous in- 
stances. They are the effect of causes 
that are at work all through the country, 
and in the minds of sober and intelligent 
men everywhere. Mr. BLAINE’s character 
is not the only issue in the campaign. 
There are others as to which the people 
are making up their minds against him, 
and which would of themselves be fatal 
tohim. But his character is the: control- 
ling issue with thousands who would glad- 
ly support the Republican ticket if they 
could, but cannot when it is _ load- 
ed with his name. Mr. BLAINE’s 
organs have tried in every way 
to check this steadily growing revolt from 
their candidate. First they undertook to 
ridicule it. They imagined that the inde- 
pendent voters, like boys in school, would 
shrink from being called ‘‘ too good,” and 
invented the idiotic epithets ‘“‘dudes and 
Pharisees.” That did not work. The in- 
dependents accepted the testimony to their 
honesty, they were “‘ holier than” the men 
who could see nothing mean in hypocrisy, 
nothing dangerous in unscrupulous greed, 
nothing dishonest in lying. 

Then the Blaine organs took to pleading 
the party claim. That did not work any 
better. The party is a means, not an end. 
It is worse than useless to seek good gov- 
ernment with a corrupt candidate and 
purity with a polluted leader. The inde- 


above patriotism. Finally the organs, 
taking their cue from their candidate, be- 
gan as with one accord to cry out that the 
only issue in this campaign was “ British 
free trade.” The answer is in the in- 
creased and increasing ranks of the inde- 
pendents—in the repudiation of BLAINE by 
such Republicans as PASSMORE WILLIAM- 
SON, Elector Forrest, Mr, HILL, ex-Con- 
gressman POUND, and so on. The inde- 
pendents know their own minds on the 
revenue question. They know that it is 
not a good thing for tax-paying workmen 
to be saddled witha jobbing, scheming, 
tricky speculator, that the ‘‘ protection” 
labor needs is from, not by, the greedy 
gang marshaled and led by Mr. BLaINe. 
As the campaign draws to a close the in- 
dependent movement constantly gathers 
energy and the Blaine faction grows 
more desperate. 


THE DESIGNS OF THE MACHINE. 


The attempt of Joun J. O'BRIEN, through 
the Republican County Committee, of 
which he is Chairman, to open the way 
for packing the primaries of the party in 
this city makes perfectly plain his de- 
signs in the local contest. The machine 
leaders propose to control absolutely the 
nominations to be made, just as_ the 
Tammany leaders dictated a_ ticket 
to their convention, and the failure 
to open the primaries to their subsi- 
dized gangs is not likely to prevent it. 
The machine will unquestionably nomi- 
nate a straight local ticket with the sole 
purpose of securing a share in the ap- 
pointments to be made by the next Mayor. 
These appointments are by no means un- 
important. They include two Republican 
members of the Police Commission, on 
which Mr. O’BRIEN’s position as head of 
the Election Bureau depends; a Commis- 
sioner of Charities and Correction in place 
of JacoB Hess, one of the leading ma- 
chine managers; a Fire Commissioner in 
place of CoRNELIUS VaN Cott, Repub- 
lican; a Dock Commissioner in place of 
Wiiuram LaIMBEER, Republican; a Com- 
missioner of Taxes and Assessments in 
place of THomas B. ASTEN, Republican; 
two Park Commissioners, one of whom 
must be‘a Republican; three Excise Com- 
missioners, and the City Chamberlain. 

Here are a number of positions upon 
which the Republican machine managers 
have their greedy eyes. They can no 
longer get them by securing the balance 
of power in the Board of Aldermen and 
trading with Tammany through that 
body. Their only means is to secure a 
Mayor who will regard their ‘‘clairas” in 
the distribution of spoils. The only can- 
didate for Mayor whom they would try to 
elect would have to be one who would 
give them a mortgage on the offices which 
they seek to retain or to gain. They would 
try to elect a Republican Mayor only in case 
he were a man after their own kind whose 
action they know they could dictate, and 
such a man they would have no hope of 
electing. There is but one means by 
which they can work for the end they 
have in view. If they can make a bar- 
gain with Tammany to help elect its 
ticket they can depend upon having its 
terms carried out. The Tammany candi- 
date for Mayor would obey the behests 
of his creator. A Republican candidate 
would, therefore, be put up for the sole 
purpose of helping Tammany, and he 
would be relentlessly sold out in further- 
ance of that object. 

It is quite probable that the machine 
will endeavor to mask its designs by try- 
ing to induce some highly respectable and 
altogether worthy Republican to stand as 
its candidate for Mayor. But such a man 
is precisely of the kind which the machine 
managers would have no wish or intention 
to elect. They could do nothing with 
him, and he would not serve their purpose 
if elected. But he could be used more 
effectively asa dummy candidate than any 
man whose subserviency to the machine 
would be recognized. With his name they 
would undertake to hold Republican 
votes from the real anti-Tammany 
candidate, and under it they would 
carry out their bargain with Tam- 
many. No citizen worthy of respect 
will permit his name to be used in this 
way. He would be bled for expenses so 
far as he would permit it, and he would be 
knifed without mercy at the polls in order 
to promote the election of a dispenser of 
spoils for Tammany and the O’Brien 
machine. There is but one way to secure 
the election of a good Mayor and pre- 
vent the law centring responsibility in 
the office from being turned into an in- 
strument of plunder and misrule, and that 
is by a union of all independent and hon- 
est citizens, including Republicans who 
are opposed to machine rule, with the 
Democratic opponents of Tammany in 
support of a candidate who can be trusted 
to administer the office on sound princi- 
ples and in the interest of the people of 
the city. 


ON THE SIDE OF THE RAILROADS. 


When Frank A. FLOWER, of Madison, 
Wis., dishonorably ignored the request 
made by Senator EpmMunps, that a letter 
which he had sent to him should be re- 
garded as “ private,” and attempted to 
deceive the people of the United States by 
publishing a part of that letter and sup- 
pressing the remainder, he was, “‘ without 
knowing it,” aiding the opponents of 
BLAINE by directing public attention to 
an incident in BLAINE’s legislative career 
that reveals his real character as plainly 
as it is shown by the Fisher letters. 

It is well known in Vermont that the 
State’s great Senator sent to one of his 
constituents, before the State’s Republican 
delegates departed for the National Repub- 
lican Convention of 1880, a letter in which 
he opposed the nomination of BLAINE, 
and gave in plain language some of the 
reasons for his opposition. That letter was 
shown to the delegates, who learned 
from it that, in Mr. EpmuNps’s opinion, 
BLAINE was an ally of the great railroad 
corporations that had robbed the people 
and defied the Government. Some one 
undertook, a few weeks ago, to quote 
from memory the contents of the Sen- 
ator’s letter, using the words, ‘‘It is my 
deliberate opinion that Mr. BLaINr acts as 
the attorney of Jay GovLp.” FLOWER 
wrote to the Senator, asking him if he 
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Supposing that his correspondent was 


an honorable man, the Senator prompt-: 


ly replied, taking the precaution, how- 
ever, to mark the letter ‘‘ private” in 
two conspicuous places. FLOWER then 
suppressed the vital parts of the reply and 
published the remainder as another “ vin- 
dication” of his candidate. To show again 
just what FLower did, and just what Sen- 
ator EDMUNDS wrote, we reprint copies of 
the letter as published by FLower and as 
written by the Senator: 
BURLINGTON, Vt., Sept. 18. 
Dear S1r: I have yours of the 15th. I am 
sure that I never wrote or said that the gentle- 
man you refer to “acts as the attorney of Jay 
Govutp,” for I am not conscious of having 
thought so. AsI have publicly stated, I expect 
to vote the Republican ticket. Yours truly, 
GEORGE F. EDMUNDS. 
BURLINGTON, Vt., Sept. 18, 1884. 

DEAR Srp, (Private:) I have yours of the 15th. 
As lam not in the letter-writing business, I mark 
this, as I have some stmilar ones, ** private.” I am 
sure that I never wrote or said that the gentle- 
man you referto “acts as the attorney of JAY 
GOULD,” for Iam not conscious of ever having 
thought so. I presume it is true, altho’ I can 
find no copy of the letter, that in 1880 I did write to 
some constituent adversely to the nomination of 
the gentleman named, and I believe it to be true 
that he was on the side of the railroads in the strug- 
gle of 1878, and tt is my belief that I said so. 

As Ihave publicly stated, I expect to vote the 
Republican ticket. Yours,

The sentences italicized are those which 
FLOWER omitted. Apparently he had be- 
come an expert in epistolary exoneration 
by studying the letter which BLAINE 
asked FISHER to sign. 

To those who are acquainted with the 
history of the great contest between 
honest men, representing the people, and 
the Pacific railroads during the debate 
upon the Thurman act, Mr. EpMUNDs’s 
declaration that BLAINE was ‘on the 
side of the railroads in the struggle 
of 1878” is full of meaning. The 
people had loaned $55,000,000 to the 
roads, and had agreed to pay the in- 
terest on the loan for thirty years. The 
companies had evaded the law under 
which they were required to pay part of 
their profits to be used in settling this 
debt. There were millions for the rich 
owners and stock jobbers, but not a cent 
for the people who had loaned the money. 
Mr. THURMAN and Mr. EDMUNDS under- 
took to compel these companies to set 
aside part of their profits every year to 
be applied to the huge debt. The com- 
panies, aided by the largest and boldest 
lobby that ever had besieged the Capitol, 
strove to defeat the bill. 

Their leading advocates in the Senate 
were STEPHEN W. DORSEY, JAMES 
G. BLAINE, and STANLEY MATTHEWS. 
BLAINE’S opposition was regarded by the 
friends of the bill as especially dangerous. 
The jobbers were beaten. BLAINE voted 
against the Thurman act, a piece of most 
righteous legislation. Who were his com- 
panions? Among them were DOoRsEy, 
BAaRNUM, KELLOGG, CONOVER, SPENCER, 
MITCHELL, SARGENT, and MATTHEWS. He 
was ‘‘on the side of the railroads” in that 
memorable struggle. FLOWER has suc- 
ceeded in directing attention to that fact. 


GHOST HUNTING. 


The Society for Psychical Research 
has published a series of reports which 
are of no little interest. They are 
occupied chiefly with accounts of ex- 
periments in ‘‘ thought transference.” 
These experiments show pretty con- 
clusively that in certain circumstances 
intelligence may be conveyed from one 
mind to another without the aid of 
speech, motion, or writing. For exam- 
ple, diagrams drawn by an experimenter 
have been reproduced with remarkable 
accuracy by the ‘‘ subject” without hav- 
ing been seen by the latter. Scores of 
these diagrams are published in the reports 
of the society, and it is impossible to 
explain how the ‘‘ subject” could repro- 
duce a diagram which he had never seen 
except on the hypothesis that the fact 
that the experimenter had intently fixed 
his mind on the diagram enabled the 
“subject” simultaneously to think of it. 
Experiments of this kind, in which there 
was no physical contact between the ex- 
perimenter and the “‘ subject,” differ widely 
from the so-called ‘‘ muscle-reading” feats 
accomplished by BIsHOP and CUMBER- 
LAND, and they seem to establish conclu- 
sively the theory that ‘‘thought trans- 
ference” is possible. 

While the society has been remarkably 
successful in this one particular field of 
investigation, it has so far been painfully 
unsuccessful in its search after ghosts. 
One of the chief objects of the society is 
to catch a real ghost. It has received 
from various sources a large number of 
ghost stories. People write to the society 
asserting that at some specified time and 
place they have seen ghosts to a greater 
or less extent. These ghosts have been in 
every respect satisfactory. Some of them 
have clanked chains in the most ortho- 
dox way, and cthers have glided through 
halls and bedrooms without opening 
doors or passing through windows. Other 
and further ghosts have thrown small arti- 
cles of furniture about and dragged bed- 
clothes from sleepers in the best style of 
the celebrated Cock-lane ghost. All these 
stories, however, lack confirmation. They 
rest upon the unsupported word of the 
ghost seers. In not a single case has a 
ghost been caught, boxed, and forwarded 
to the society for investigation, and until 
this is done and a captured ghost is fairly 
put in evidence the society is no nearer 
the solution of the problem whether ghosts 
do or do not exist than it was on the day 
of its organization. 

To catch a ghost isa far more difficult 
proceeding to-day thanitever was. The 
growth of rationalist views among ghosts 
is very clearly shown by their want of re- 
spect for holy water. Two centuries ago 
the judicious use of holy water would rid 
any house of ghosts, and there is no doubt 
that ghosts beiieved that were they to be 
actually sprinkled with holy water they 
would be powerless to resist arrest at the 
hands of any courageous priest. At the 
present time no ghost cares a straw for 
holy water, and ghosts will remain in a 
house that has been fairly deluged with 
it without seeming to undergo the slight- 
est inconvenience. 

So, too, ghosts have ceased to dread 


mandrake. » Time was when the burning 
of dry ‘mandrake leaves in a haunted 
house would compel every ghost to come 
out of the wall er other place of conceal- 
ment and seek shelter elsewhere. Now 
the ghosts have discovered that mandrake, 
except in the shape of pills, is innocuous, 
and no exorciser would dream of using it. 

It is thus a much more difficult task to 
catch a ghost now than it was in the days 
when holy water and mandrake were ob- 
jects of dread to ghosts. of all classes. 
Much as the Society for Pyschical Re- 
search desires to obtain a ghost, it has not 
been able to suggest any means for capt- 
uring one. In the ‘“‘ Dogma and Ritual 
of High Magic,” the celebrated magician 
ELIPHaz Livi gives what he calls full 
directions by the aid of which any man 
can raise ghosts in his own room; but as 
a ‘‘consecrated wand” must be used in 


.such experiments, and as Livi does not 


feel at liberty to disclose the secret of con- 
secrating such a wand, his directions are 
of no use to investigators. It is evident 
that a ghost who can pass through stone 
walls and oaken doors cannot readily be 
seized and securely bound with ordinary 
ropes, especially since he cannot be terri- 
fied with holy water. 

Several experiments have been tried by 
persons anxious to secure a ghost and to 
receive the reward offered by the Society 
for Psychical Research for a live ghost de- 
livered on the society’s premises. One 
man residing in a haunted house covered 
the middle of the floor of a room in which 
a ghost was in the habit of walking with 
an inch of very soft and very tenacious 
asphalt. On the following night the 
ghost, who was an unusually large one, 
tried to walk over the asphalt and stuck 
fast in it. The experimenter instantly 
rushed to the ghost with withes of witch 
hazel, and, as he might have expected, 
stuck fast himself, just out of reach of the 
ghost. The latter, after a few minutes 
of struggling, extricated himself and dis- 
appeared, but the investigator remained 
glued to the spot all night, and was pried 
out by theservantsin the morning. While 
this experiment seems to show that ghosts 
may be trapped with asphalt, it by no 
means follows that they can be tied and 
boxed.. Perhaps the plan of another in- 
vestigator, who is now lying in wait 
nightly with a syringe and a strong solu- 
tion of carbolic acid, with which he hopes 
to disinfect a ghost to the extent of rid- 
ding him of his supernatural superiority 
to ropes, may prove successful; but it looks 
as if the Society of Psychical Research 
would have to wait along time before it 
secures its desired ghost. 


It is at least certain that the Prohibi- 
tionists take their cause very seriously to 
heart, and are in solemn earnest in sup- 
porting it. The Chairman of the National 
Committee has appointed Wednesday, the 
29th inst., as ‘‘a day of fasting, humilia- 
tion, and confession,” and calls upon all 
Christian believers to unite in prayer for 
aid in suppression of the trafiic in alco, 
holic liquors. And these are men who 
are pretty sure to ‘‘ vote as they pray.” 


The opening of the new parade ground 
at Van Cortlandt Park may serve to re- 
mind the people of the city of New-York 
that they have already virtually in their 
possession one of the finest natural parks 
in the world, over 1,000 acres in extent 
and already easy of access. The site 
selected by the commission only needs to 
be taken possession of, with metes and 
bounds properly fixed and a few roads 
and paths laid out, to be one of the 
most attractive spots within the limits 
of any city. There are broad fields 
and fine groves, ready made, with grand 
old trees that could not be transplanted 
and that would require two generations 
for their growth, and there is variety of 
surface and grandeur of views unsur- 
passed in this vicinity. ' Central Park is so 
much a cultivated garden, with lawns 
kept sacred from the footsteps of visitors, 
that it will be a relief to have a real park 
in which one can wander freely through 
field and woodland. No doubt before 
many months Van Cortlandt Park will be 
thrown open to the public. 


It is predicted by those who have at- 
tended the meetings of the Meridian Con- 
ference that owing to the absurd position 
taken by France the delegates will reach 
no agreement. Knowing that if any 
meridian now in use should be selected it 
would inevitably be that of Greenwich, 
France declares that she. will accept no 
meridian that passes through the ter- 
ritory of any other great power, and 
proposes for consideration the merid- 
ian of Behring Strait or that of 
the Azores. Each of these avoids the 
continents. But the world’s prime merid- 
jan should pass through some established 
national observatory, and this observatory 
should be in close communication by tele- 
graph with centres of population in 
all countries. Moreover, 70 per cent. 
of (the world’s shipmasters now use 
Greenwich, and the adoption of an- 
other meridian would require the re- 
construction of many nations’ charts, 
at a cost of $10,000,000. It would be diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, to provide the 
necessary facilities for astronomical work 
at any point on either of the oceanic 
meridians proposed by France. We do 
not see why the aititude of the French 
delegates should defeat the purpose of the 
conference. If all the other nations rep- 
resented should agree to recognize Green- 
wich France would probably yield in 
course of time, Evenif she should not 
yield the commerce of the world would 
gain something. by the agreement of all 
other powers. 


If Mrs. McELRATH, who has just pre- 
sented her husband with “three bouncing 
boys” in Brooklyn, had thus increased the popu- 
lation of England she would have immediately 
been the recipiémt of what is known as the 
Queen’s bounty, and the newspapers, in an 
exuberant burst of admiration, would have at 
once proclaimed the fact.

THE CLEVELAND DEMONSTRATION 


PREPARATIONS FOR THE PARADE AND MASS 
MEETING TO-MORROW. 


The arrangements for the grand Cleve- 
land and Hendricks parade and mass meeting in 
Union-square to-morrow evening havg been 
practically completed. According to the reports 
already received by Gen. Martin T. McMahon, 
the Grand Marshal, over 20,000 men will be in 
line and several Assembly districts yet to be 
heard from will probably swell the total to 25,000. 
The different district organizations, after parad- 


ing through the principal streets of their districts, 
will choose their own line of march to Union- 
square, where they will assemble around the 
several stands. These will be feur in number— 
the McClellan stand, near the southeast 
corner of the square; the Seymour stand, 
near the southwest corner; tne Tilden 
stand, near the northwest corner, and the 
Hancock stand, near the northeast corner. 
From each of these stanas —— speakers 
will address the meeting, and the district organ- 
izations are ordered to assemble around them by 
SP. M. The First Assembly District will parade 
8,000 men, the Second and Sixteenth, 2,000 each; 
the Third, 1,800; the Fifteenth, 1,700; the Four- 
teenth, 1,500; the Seventeenth, 1.300, and the 
Twenty-first, 1,200. Gen. McMahon has ap-

OWNING TOO MANY WATCHES. 


ARREST OF A MAN WHO IS SUPPOSED TO 
BE A RECEIVER OF STOLEN GOODS. 

The rooms of the Detective Bureau pre- 
sented the appearance last night of a small jew- 
elry establishment. On the desk were scattered 
a number of gold and silver watches, gold 
chains, breastpins, scarf pins,and a misceliane- 
ous assortment. The property was found in 
the rooms of Dr. Andrew Werner, at No. 
12 Stanton-street, and are believed to be 


the vroceeds of numerous thefts. The 
doctor. is a bent and wrinkled old man, 73 years 
of age,and previous to last evening was un- 
known to the police. His arrest resulted from 
information given to the detectives by a young 
man arrested as a pickpocket 10 days ago. 
There was no evidence against this person and 
he was discharged. Previous to his release he 
informed Detectives Maguire and McCloskey. 
who had arrested him, that he had disposed of 
stolen property to an old man known as the 
ii) Doc.” 

An accurate description of the ** Doc” was 
given the police, and a diligent search was made 
tor him. e was seen last evening at the Bow- 
ery and Great Jones-street by the detectives, and 
was immediately recognized from thé description 
they had obtained of him. The officers followed 
him to his lodgings at No. 12 Stanton-street. where 
they arrested him. The doctor wore a handsome 
set of diamond studs and a heavy gold and jet 
watch chain of peculiar make, attached to an 
elegant gold watch. This watch chain had been 
particularly mentioned in the descmption given 
of the old man. In his possession were found 
three gold watches besides the one he wore, 
two diamond studs, and several valuable 
rings. He told the officers that he was 
a practicing pbysician, but refused to account 
tor tbesuperfiuous watches and jewelry found on 
his person. In his rooms were found 12 gold 
watches, 40 silver watches, and a miscellaneous 
assortment of jewclry. Besides these there were 
tound 49 pawn tickets representing jewelry and 
weuring apparel. 

Among the conspicuous articles found were 
the tollowing: A gold keystone marked * Ivan- 
hoe Lodge, No. 108, A. D. to W. T.;” a gold scarf 
pin marked “R. H. K.;” a ** Yankee-doodle” 
music box; a lady’s coral breastpin;: a gold 
chain with a charm, marked * F. A. P.,” and 
having two figures clasping hands, with the 
words “Chosen Friends” engraved on the re- 
verse; a massive gold ring, with a blooa stone, 
marked *“ F.,H. Sparling; a match: box, on 
which is the tigure of a dog holdinga nicke!l- 
plated umbrella in his mouth; an emblem 
of some secret order engraved ‘“ Juncti 
Juvamus;” a silver jewel case; a_ pearl 
searf ring; a lady’s gold watch marked ‘ Mat- 
hill, No. 42,811; another lady’s gold watch, 
enameled and set with ‘diamonds, marked 
“Tobias, No. 16,961; a gold locket with the 
monogram “S.S.,"" and another locket marked 
“B.C. B.;” a gold ring on which are engraved 
naval emblems, and the inscription ** Cadet. Mid- 
shipman F. H. Sparling, United States Naval 
Academy, Class of °24.” und a lot of silver and 
plated chains. Dr. Werner was locked up at 
Poiice Headquarters, and it is expected that 
through the property found in hisrooms numer- 
ous complaints will be made against him.

RAMSGATE SAYS HIS SECOND ,WIFE IS TO

Robert H. Ramsgate, the diamond pol. 
isher, who was arrested in New-York for big- 
amy, was taken into Judge McGill’s court, on 
Jersey City Heights, yesterday for trial. He 
had on his first arraignment pleaded not guilty 
to the charge of having unlawfully married 
Mary J. Bogue before Justice of the Peace 


Rouget, in Jersey City, while he still had a law- 
ful wife living in Boston. When he was taken 
into’ court yesterday he saw his two wives in 
court, eager to prosecute him. The lawful Mrs. 
Ramsgate, who had come on from Boston, was 
accompanied by witnesses to his marriage to 
ber. fiss Bogue’s mother was with her. 
Convinced from the array of witnesses that 
there was no hope of successfully assailing the 
validity of either marriage, Ramsgate consulted 
earnestly with his counsel. At theend of the 
conference the lawyer arose to say that his 
client desired to retract his plea of not guilty 
and enter instead one of guilty. He desired 
opportunity to show, however, that Miss Bogue 
was as guilty as he was, and asked for delay in 
the hearing. 

**Weare prepared to show the court,” said 
Prosecutor Winfield, “that this man was with- 
out any excuse for hiscrime. There are a num- 
ber of witnesses here from Boston, and the State 
would-like to have the court learn the story of 
these marriazes now.” 

Judge McGill said he would,and Mrs. Ramsgate 
No. 2—Miss Bogue—was called to the stand and 
allowed to teil her story without being sworn. 
She told of her introduction to Ramsgate, and of 
his taking her around to various places of amuse- 
ment. Hefinally suggested that they go to 
Jersey City to be married and, she consenting, 
he took her to Justice Rouget’s office, where the 
ceremony was performed. 

“You knew at that time,’’ asked Ramsgate’s 
lawyer. “‘that he had a wife living in Boston— 
now didn’t you, Miss Bogue?” 

‘**NoI did not,” the witness responded arcbly. 

Mrs. Ramsgate No.1 was then called to the 
stand to tell her story. It was that, substantial- 
a was told in the papers at the -time of 

msgate’s arrest. She said that fora time after 
her husband left Boston she heard from him reg- 
ularly, but that his letters grew less frequent 
and less long, and finally ceased coming alto-, 
gether. That was about the time of the mar- 
riage. 

Ramsgate, who went upon the stand in his 
own behalf, said that Miss Bogue had: inveigled 
him into the marriage with her. He told her 
that he was a married man, but she insisted’ on 
his marrying her in spite of it, saying he could 
get a divorce from his present wife afterward. 

The prisoner told his story in such low tones 
that he could scarcely be, heard, and Mise 
Bogue’s mother drew -her chair up under the 
witness stand that she might hear what he had 
tosay. Hisclaim that her daughter Was reaily 
responsible tor the marriage tired the good 
dame’s Celtic blood, and two or three times she 
made a movement as though she intended to 
spring upon him. Prosecutor Winfield quieted 
her, however. 

“Just be easy, Madam,” he would say sooth. 
ingly. ‘** Not here, Madam. Its all right.” 

After both sides had laid their version of the 
transaction before the court Ramsgate was re- 
manded to.await sentence. The two. wives met 
on the Court House stoop as they passed out. 

** You knew he was married,” Mrs. Ramsgate 
is said by some bystanders to have declared to 
Miss Bogue. 

‘* Of course, I did,” Miss Bogue is said to have 
answered with a defiant toss of her head, 

**You are as bad as he is,” returned Mrs, 
Ramsgate as she passed her hand menacingly 
close to Miss Borue’s faze.

A GUN BURSTS ON THE STANDISH. 
ANNAPOLIS, Md., Oct. 7.—The United 
States steamer Standish is achieving a 
reputation for bursting great guns. This 
afternoon, at 5:15 o’clock, the second one 
within a year was burst to pieces. The 


steamer was in-command of Lieut. Jobn fF. 
Meigs, who had the third division of the First 
Class of naval cadets on board, the division num- 
bering about 15. The cadets had fired five shelis 
at-a target, 700 yards distant, in Chesapeake Bay, 
when on the sixth shot the gun burst with a tre- 
mendous crash and shiver of the timbers of 
the ship. Numbers of pieces of the gun flew 
completely over theship.

DHE LATE SECRETARY'S ATTITUDE 
TOWARD THE CANDIDATE. 
BLAINE’S LETTER TO HARRINGTON CONSID- 

ERED AN ACT OF HOSTILITY—PART OF A 
LETTER WHICH COL. BLISS OMITTED. 
WasHINGTON, Oct. 7.—When the late Sec- 
retary Folger was at the head of the Treasury 
Department one of hisclosest and most confiden- 
tial friends was Mr. J. B. Butler, who occupied 
the position of chicf of the appointment 
division in the department during nearly 
the whole of Secretary Folger’s incumbency. 
‘n conversation this evening, Mr. Rutier 
yave some facts about Judge Folger’s attitude 
joward the present Presidential candidate that 
‘brow a new light upon that subject, and that 
ieom to call for some sort of an explanation 
from Col. George Bliss. His failure to secure 
the Governorship of New-York did not, Mr. But- 
ler said, annoy Judge Folger atall, but he keenly 
‘elt the apparent loss of that respect of the peo- 


yxle which had been shown in their votes 
for him on previous occasions. This ioss 
be attributed to various causes, but 
more than anything else to the letter written by 
James G. Blaine to Harrington, of Delaware, 

rinted in Blaine’s present New-York organ on 
det. 24, 1882. Secretary.Foiger always regarded 
that letter as the precipitation of Biaine’s can- 
vass forthe nomination of 1884, and_he freely 
expressed his feeling that Blaine and his friends 
iid not propose to allow him to be elected Gov- 
srnor. ; : 

Mr. Butler was asked regarding Coj. Bliss’s 
recent letter to the Tribune, in which the Colonel 
quotes Blaine as writing to Judge Folger that 
be (Blaine) had never intended to say or do any- 
thing to divert support from the Secretary, and 
had not heard a suggestion to that effect until 
after the Presidential nomination was made. 
In reply, Mr. Butler said that Judge Fol- 
ger, on the night of Aug. 6 or 7%, 
showed him a letter from Blaine, dated, he 
thoucht, Aug. 4, and which the Secretary char- 
acterized us a “‘ knuckling” letter. This letter 
contained the statement quoted by Col. Bliss. 
After reading the letter Mr. Butler told Judve 
Folger that he now had a chance toiet Mr. 
Blaine explain what he did mean by the letter to 
Harrington. The Secretary said he would an- 
ywer the letter and would let Mr. 
Butler see what he wrote. The failing con- 
fition of Judge Folger’s health prevented any 
conversation with him on the subject thereafter, 
buta few days ago Mr. Butier was shown the 
reply of the Secretary to Blaine’s letter. A part 
of that reply, Mr. Butler said, was given in Col. 
Bliss’s published letter of Sent. 22, 1884, but. only 
the latter portion. It was true, Mr. Butler con- 
tinued, that Judge Folger intended to support 
the ticket, and never said to the contrary 
in any talk with friends on the subject. But the 
jdea sought to be conveyed by. Col. Bliss, that in 
Judge Folger’s mind no cause of offense as to 
Blaine existed, but rather a friendship, was false 
in every particular and the Secretary’s letter 
would prove it. Why this letter had not 
been published in full, Mr. Butler added, Mr. 
Biaine and Col. Bliss could best tell. Mr. Butler 

uoted iargely from Col. Bliss’s utterances to 
show that as late as June last the Colonel inter- 
preted Biaine’s letter to Harrington as a blow 
at the Secretary. and then gave the following 
extract from the Secretary’s letter to Blaine: 

“I propose to be frank with you. Friendsin 
New-York wrice me that they deeire to revenge 
themselves on you. They express the opinion 
that neither you nor your followers desired or 
worked for the success of the State ticket 
in New-York in - 1882. As evidence of 
this assertion they refer me to your letter to 
Harrington of October, 1882. They assert that 
lf Grover Cleveland was cood enough for Gov- 
prnor over Foilgerin 1882, Grover Cleveland is 
zood enough for President over Blaine in 1834.” 

This portion of Judge Folger’s letter must 
have escaped the eye of Col. Bliss, for he failed 
to insert it in the version of the letter he gave to 
the public in the interest of his friend from 


Maine. 


GEN. KETCHAM RENOMINATED. 

PovuGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Oct. 7.—A con- 
vention of the Republicans of the Sixteenth 
Congressional District was held at the Court 
House in this city to-day for the nomination of 
¢ candidate for Congress. Every town and ward 
in the district was represented. Henry M. Swift, 
of Union Vale, Chairman of the Congressional 


Committee, called the convention to order and 
nominated for Chairman the Hon. Virgil C. 
Traver, of Rhinebeck. After the election of 
Vice-Presidents and Secretaries, Judge John 
Cadman, of Hudson, nominated for Congress the 

nt Representative, Gen. John H. Ketcham. 
tis Cadman said he believed it was for the 
pest interest of the district to find a 
capable man to send to Congress, and then to 
keep him there and have the benefit of his ex- 
perience. Gen. Ketcham had spent the most of 
a useful life in the service of his constituents. 
The nomination was received with cheers, and 
was seconded by Dr. Nickerson, of Dutchess, 
gnd Wallace Bruce, of Poughkeepsie, the iatter 
fjeclanng that the nomination was in accord- 
ance with the principie of civil service re- 
form.

ST. JOHN AT WORK IN MICHIGAN. 

Detroit, Oct. 7.—No contrast could be 
stronger to indicate the degree of enthusiasm 
felt by two parties than the Blaine meeting in 
this city last night and the St. John meeting 
beld this evening. Both were held in the same 
building, the Detroit Opera House. Last night 
the parquet and balcony only were occupied. 


To-night all parts of the house were opened and 
the ane was packed to suffocation. Judge 
Marston, who spoke at the Republican meeting, 
made what he pleased to call a reply to Mr. 
Schurz’s arraigpnments of Blaine. It was a 
lawyer’s ingenious answer. It avoided, as of no 
consequence, Blaine’s misuse of his power to 
rule in favor of an enterprise in which he 
wished to obtain an interest and justi- 
fied his dealing in railroad bonds. The 
audience was apathetic, giving only infrequent 
and perfunctory applause. The St. John meet- 
ing to-night, on the contrary, was very enthusi- 
astic in spite of the heat. When St. John asked 
those men to rise who had voted for Birney in 
1840, and again those wbo had voted for Fremont 
in 1856, and inquired whether they considered 
their votes so cast thrown away, many of the 
old men stood up. When they responded “ No” 
or “Never,” the audience cheered them vehe- 
mentiy. Mr. St. John is extremely confident 
that the Prohibition vote in Michigan will ex- 
ceed the estimates made of its strength, as he 
finds the interest in the cause greater than has 
‘been represented to him. He believes it will go 
beyond 50,000 for the Prohibition Electoral ticket.

MR. RANDALL VERY CONFIDENT. 
HE THINKS OHIO AND WEST VIRGINIA WILL 
GO DEMOCRATIC. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct, 7.—Ex-Speaker Ran- 
dall, who came to the city on private business 
this morning, attended the Farmers’ Club dinner, 
at A. J. Cassatt’s residence, and came in 
this evening to take the night train on 
the Shenandoah Valley Railroad for Roan- 
oke, Va., where he will speak to-morrow. Mr. 


Randal] has made 13 speeches in the West since 
he left this city, and most of them were to open- 
air meetings. for he says no hall is big enough to 
hold the kind of meetings the Democrats have 
been having. “ The demonstration in Wheeling 
last Saturday exceeded anything I ever saw,” ha 
said. Mr. Randall goes from Roanoke into Ohio 
and West Virginia, and will speak in those States 
up to the time of the October elections.

MR. SCHURZ AGAIN IN OHIO. 
HE ADDRESSES TWO LARGE MEETINGS AT 
YOUNGSTOWN—MANY VOTES WON. 
Younestown, Ohio, Oct. 7.—One of the 
largest political meetings of the campaign on 
the Western Reserve was held here last night, 


when a cordial greeting was extended to the 
Hon. Carl Schurz. On his arrival at 
5 o’clock a large delegation of Germans 
accompanied the Reception Committee to the 
station, greeting Mr. Schurz as he left the train 
with loud cheers. Mr. Schurz was escorted 
through the city by a procession, to the resi- 
dence of the Hon. D. Theobald, who entertains 
the distinguished speaker while in the city. All 
the railroads ran special trains, and all were 
heavily loaded. By 7 o’clock tne _ streets 
were densely crowded by marching clubs with 
flying banners and flaring torches. A proces- 
sion of 10,000 men, headed by Mr. Schurz ina 
carriage, paraded the principal streets. The 
pyrotechnic display was very elaborate, as were 
the illuminations and decoration. The opera 
bouse wasgayly decorated with flags,buntine,and 
bouquets. Thestage onthe right was ornament- 
ed with a large picture of Clevelandina frame 
festooned with flags and flowers, while at the 
left was asimilar picture of Hendricks. When 
Mr. Schurz appeared on the’stage the opera 
house was packed from pit to dome, principally 
by Germans. Mr. Schurz spoke for an bour, 
delivering scathing rebukes to Blaine for 
his dihonesty and giving many reasons 
for his unfitness for the Presidency. At 
the clese of the Opera House speech, Mr. Schurz 
went to Excelsior Hall and spoke for half an 
hour in German. Josiah Quincy, of Boston, 
with local speakers, addressed a large open air 
meeting. Mr. Schurz left to-day for Sandusky. 
His speech to-day was very effective, winning 
many votes for Cleveland. 


AN UNPOPULAR NOMINATION. 
RocHEsTER, N. Y., Oct. 7.—The Repub- 
lican Convention for the Thirtieth Congressional 
District met this morning with James Harris, of 
Penfield, as Chairman, and 174 delegates present. 


Without any formal presentation of candidates, 
the convention at once proceeded to carry out 
the programme indicated tin this morning's 
Times. One intormal viva voce ballot was taken, 
which resulted as follows: Charles 8S. Baker, 77; 
Leonard Burritt, 38; Mayor Parsons, 38; the re- 
mainder scattering. Burritt’s name was then 
withdrawn, and on the second and formal vote

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MR. DALY'S COMEDIANS. 

4 hearty welcome was tendered to each 
member of Mr. Daly's compayy last evening, 
andin receiving Miss Rehan, Mrs. Gilbert, Mr. 
Lewis, and Mr. Drew the audience forgot the 
conventionalities and broke into cheers. In 
fact, it was al! through the evening a very noisy 
audience, made up of people who had gone to 
the: theatre to enjoy themselves and to cele- 
brate the return of some deservedly popular 
actors, and who were well prepared for the 
celebration. The season at Daly's Theatre was 
opened, under such circumstances, in a most 
ckeerful manner, and it promises, while it lasts, to 
affordanabundance of relaxation for tired brains 
—incidentally, perhaps, giving the owners of the 
brains a magnified glimpse of themselves as 


others see them. The play of the evening was 
of a well-known pattern—a trifling comedy 
based upon a German piece by von Schontau, 
dealing with New-York people of the pres- 
ent y and bristling in its dialogue 
with allusions to local _neighbornoods 
and familiar customs. “A Wooden Spoon” 
is not wholly farcical, aithough many of 
its situations and some of its characters belong 
to farce rather than comedy. It carries with it 
a moral also, which is unquestionably whole- 
some, whetner or not an application can be 
easily found for it; for it teaches, or aims 
to teach, that a woman is foolish who 
neglects a comfortable home and a matter- 
ot-fact husband to seek consolation for imag- 
inary afiiictions in sentimental dreams. Super- 
ficially the new piece deals with certain phases 
of local politics and journalism, and, of course, 
it discovers in both of these callings much food 
for laughter. It must be confessed that the view 
of the profession of journalism to be derived 
from “A Wooden Spoon” is not encouraging. 
But the subject is treated with the utmost good 
humor, and it ¢must be admitted that the con- 
ception of a hirea ‘publisher and responsible 
editor,”’ whose duty it is to go to jailin case of 
successful prosecution for libel, is tolerably 
original. 

The plot of Mr. Daly's latest adaptation is of 
slender proportions. Mrs. Perdita Grumbleigh, 
in her youth loved a poet; but she married Titus 
Grumbleigh, a cotton manufacturer. After a 
quarter of a century of married happiness, the 
poet’s name is heard abroad. He is a success- 
ful writer; she reads his books, quotes him, 
forces his ideas upon her husband and children, 
and when he is thrust into politics follows him. 
Finally she meets him—a cross-grained, ugly, 
intensely practical old fellow, who has been 
twice married and has seven children. Her 
dream is ey but there are afew compli- 
cations to settled before the play can 
end happily, with 
young lovers and th: reunion of 
two: old ones. The title is derived 
from the obsolete custom at Yale, of awarding 
a wooden spoon to the most popular member of 
each class, Mr. John Drew as Paul Impulse, a 
young editor, is the wooden spoon man; 
Mr. Lewis is Titus, Mrs. Gilbert Perdita, 
Miss Ada Rehan their daughter Aphra, and 
Mr. Charles Fisher the poet. Besides these Mr. 
pocwres. Mr. Otis Skinner, Mr. William Gilbert, 
Mr. Parkes, and Miss Edith Kingdon have parts 
in the comedy, and the acting is of that delight- 
fully smooth and natural description which play- 

oers have grown to look for at this theatre. 
Mr. Lewis and Mrs. Gilbert have the most con- 
spicuous characters, and they invest them 
with a quaintness and drollery all their 
own. Miss Rehan presents with her accustomed 
archness one of those indescribable pict- 
ures of young American womanhood which 
have made a lasting impression upon the 
pazeecte of New-York and London, and Mr. 

rew, who seems to be the only light comedian 
of his day, enacts the rather slender character 
allotted to him witharefinement of manner and 
buoyancy of touch which are too rarely seen 
on the contemporary stage. A bit of genuine 
comedy in the last act is the best oppor- 
tunity the piece presents to either Miss 
Rehan or Mr. Drew, and they make the 
most of it. Mr. Fisher’s Leonidas Planta- 
genet is a characteristic sketch. Mr. Otis 
Skinner and Miss Kingdon, two members of the 
company who have not hitherto appeared 
with it in New-York, are both valuable ac- 
quisitions. Whether or not * A Wooden Spoon” 
will enjoy a long term of popularity we are 
not prepared} to say. It drags a little in the 
second and third acts, and the last act needs 
compression. The political allusions should be 
dispensed with altogether. The heat and turmoil 
of the political campaign derange business and 
home life: they can at least be shut out of the 
theatre. The new play is set upon the stage 
richly and with good taste.

STOCKHOLDERS CONSIDERING A-PLAN TO 
AID THE ROAD. 

Boston, Oct. 7.—A well attended meet- 
ing of the stockholders of the New-York and 
New-England Railroad Company was held to- 
day for the purpose of taking such action as 
might be deemed expedient in relation to ex- 
tricating it from its embarrassments. William 
F. Hiart presided. Jonas French, for the com- 
mittce appointed at the last meeting, reported 
that the floating debt, with accrued interest, on 


Oct. 1, 1884, was $1,040,950, and the amount due 
and unpaid for interest on the different classes of 
bonds, $456,057, making the whole Gebt $1,497,007. 
The Receiver has in band, in addition to his sup- 
plies, claims amounting to $100,000 that are good 
and collectable. The company has in hand pre- 
ferred stock lately authorized by the sla- 
tures of the different States through which the 
road passes, and also $2,000,000 in second mort- 
gage bonds. The committee recommends that 
the same be used in settling the debts of the com- 
pany. By this arrangement all debts 7 
those due for interest may be liquidated. The 
last it is hoped will be taken care of by the quick 
assets and current earnings, the Receivership 
discharged, and the property put back in the 
hands of the company at anearly day. The re- 
port also calls attention to the general and 
marked improvement in the condition of the 
road and equipments. The repurt was accepted 
and the following was adopted: 

Voted, That the Directors be and are hereby author- 
ized to extinguish the floating aebt of the company by 
the issuing of preferred stock or of $2,000,000 in bonds, 
at their discretion; that the Directors be and are hereby 
authorized to issue at their discretion, from time to 
time, not exceeding 50,000 shares of preferred stock, In 
accordance with provisions of acts of the Legislatures 
of Connecticut, Massachusetts, and Rhode Island, and 
if these shares are issued and sold for cash the Treas- 
urer is authorized to receive the proceeds of said shares 
in trust, and to apply the same to the payment of debts, 
if any are due at that time, the subscribers therefor, re- 
spectively, including the interest due thereon at 6 per 
cent. per annum to Oct. 1, 1884: ‘ 

The following was adopted as an amendment 
to the foregoing: 

Resolved, That the State of Massachusetts and the 
holders of the two million dollars second mortgage 
bonds be requested to aid in the payment of the float- 
ing debt of the road by consenting to the issuance of 
the two million dollars second mortgage bonds now in 
the hands of the corporation.

EPHRATA, Penn., Oct. 7.—Joe Buzzard, 
Wiluam Weidner, and Diller Clark, all nutorious 
characters, and members of the famous Buzzard 
gang, of the Welsh Mountains, who are now 


confined in the Lancaster County Jail for crimes 
committed some years ago near this village, 
will all be released next Saturday, having 
served their time. Yesterday + ~ ry | the 
Warden of the prison was. handed a letter 
from Joe Buzzard,to be given to Eli Hiney, 
agei70 years, who was convicted last Spring for 
thefts in and around Ephrata, and sentenced to 
aterm of eight years imprisonment on 22 differ- 
ent indictments. He was connected with 
the Buzzard gang, and accompanied Abe 
and Joe Buzzard on their many _ plunder- 
ing trips. The Warden suspected that some- 
thing was wrong. and did not deliver it 
to Hiney. Last evening the letter was —. and 
to the surprise of all the prison authorities, it 
gaveathrilling and desperate plan for the es- 
cape of the other prisoners in jail. The letter 
stated that everything was prepared, and that 
the attack would be made at midnight, andin 
case of a struggle revolvers and knives would 
be resorted to. It also stated that Abe Buz- 
zard would be with them, and their escape 
would as neat a job as the one 
jast November, when, it will be remembered, 
three of the gang and two other prisoners made 
their escape from the jail and went to the Ephra- 
ta Mountain, where a desperate fight was had 
between them and about 200 citizens, during 
which one of their number, Charies Bollinger, 
was riddled with shot and Joe Clifford, who is 
now serving out a ten years’ sentence for horse- 
stealing, was captured. The people of this

THE ANSWER TO THE RESOLUTIONS OF THE

Mr. Tilden has sent the following letter 

to the special committee of the Democratic Na- 

tonal Convention, which presented that body’s 


complimentary resolutions to him: 


GREYSTONE, Oct. 6, 1884. 
Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Committee: 

I thank you forthe kind terms in which you have 
communicated the resolutions concerning me adopted 
by the late Democratic National Convention. I share 
your conviction that the refurm in the administration 
ot the Federal Government, which is our great nution- 
al want, and is indeed essential to the restoration and 
preservation of the Government itself, can only be 
achieved through the agency of the Democratic Party 
and by installing its representative in the Chief Magis- 
tracy of the United states. 

The noble historical traditions of the Democratic 
Party. the principles in which it was educated, and to 
which it bas ever been inthe main faithful; its freedom 
from the corrupt intiuences whicn grow up in the pro- 
longed possession of power and the nature of the ele- 
ments which constitute it, all contribute to qualify it 
for that mission. The opposite characteristics and con- 
ditions which attach to the Republican Party make it 
hopelessto expect that that party will be able togive 
better government than the debasing system of 
abuses which during its ascandency has infected official 
and political iife in this country.

It extended the boundaries 
ot the Republic and laid the foundations of al) our 
national greatness, while it preserved the limitations 
imposed by the Constitution and maintained a simple 
and puresystem of domestic administration. 

On the other hand, the Kepublican Party has always 
been dominated by principles which favor legislation 
for the benefit of particular ciasses at the expense of 
the body of the people. It has become deeply tainted 
with the abuses which naturally grow up during a long 
possession of unchecked power, especially in a period 
of civil war and false finance.

Such reasoners forget that the sameclaim 
has been made in all ages and countries by the defend- 
ers of old wrongs against new reforms. It was alleged 
by the Tories of the American Revolution against the 
patriots ofthatday. It was repeated against Jeffer- 
sonand afterward against Jackson. It is alleged by 
the conservatives against those who,in England, are 
now endeavoring to enlarge the popular suffrage. 

All history shows that reformsin government must 
not be expected from those who sit serenely on the so- 
cial mountain tops enjoying the benefits of the exist- 
ing order of things. Eventhe Divine Author of our 
religion found His followers not among the self-com- 

lacent Pharisees, but among lowly-minded fishermen. 
The Republican Party is largely made up of those who 
live by their wits and who aspire in politics to advan- 
tages over the rest of mankind, similar to those which 
their daily lives are devoted to securing in private bus- 
iness. The Democratic Party consists largely of those 
who live by the work of their hands and whose political 
action is governed by their sentiments or imagination. 
It results that the mocratic Party, more readily 
than the Republican Party, can be molded to the sup- 
port of reform measures, which involve a sacrifice of 
selfish interests,

WHY THE BROOKLYN BOARD OF EDUCATION 


VOTED TO CENSURE MR. CLANCY. 


Some months ago John. J. Clancy, a 
member of the Brooklyn Board of Education, 
wrote a letter tothe local papersin which he 


denounced as scandalously excessive a charge of 
$1,200 made for the cartage of books, and by im- 
piication, rather than directness, made it appear 
that Charles Teale, the Chairman of the Library 
Committee. was in some way responsible for 
what Mr. Clancy denounced as a gross fraud 
upon the public. A special committee, which 
was appointed to investigate these charges, made 
its report at a meeting of the Board of. Educa- 
tion last evening.

The committee found, in view of the position 
taken by Mr. Clancy, that he had been guilty of 
disorderly conduct and had treated the board 
with contempt. In conclusion, the committee 
recommended that Mr. Clancy be severely cen- 
sured. While the vote was being taken on the 
report, Mr. Clancy rose to leave the board. Mr. 
Hendrix, addressing him, said: “Oh. why 
not stay and take your bitters.” Mr. 
Clancy, turning defiantly, said: ** You'll take a 
good deal of bitters before [ get through with 
you.” Allof the 23 members present voted to 
sustain the report of the committee. Mr. 
Clancy maintains that the charge that the pub- 
lic was swindled when a demand of $1,200 was 
made for the cartage of books was self-evident 
and required no other proof than that he had 
furnished in his letter to the local papers.

A MIXED SALVAGE CASE. 
AESCUED FROM A DISABLED VESSEL AND 
LIBELING THE RESCUING BRIG. 

The brig F. J. Merryman arrived here 
yesterday with only three of her original crew. 
The vessel, however, fell in with a distressed 
German bark, whose crew abandoned her and 
took refuge on the brig,which they brought into 
port. Capt. Nickerson commanded the brig 
when she left Boston, several monthsago. The 
vessel landed her Boston cargo at Bathurst, on 
the African coast, where she took on 
board a cargo of hides consigned to Bos- 
ton, While in port the first mate died 
of African fever. A native negro was 
shipped, but before the bmg left port 


Capt. Nickerson was also taken with African 
fever. On the sixth day out the second mate 
Was prostrated. Two days afterward Capt. 
Nickerson died. There was no one left to navi- 
gate the vessel but the steward, who was a negro 
named Vianelle. Under him were four men. 
Two of the latter were prostrated with the Af- 
rican fever the day after he took command, and 
he had left only one regular seaman and the 
native negro who had shipped at Bathurst. The 
second mate was at first able to give the steward 
directions in navigating the brig, but he died 
eight days after he was taken ill. He was fol- 
lowed soon afterward by the two sick seamen. 

The steward knew very little about naviga- 
tion, but he thought thatif he could get down 
into the northeast trade winds he would fall in 
with some vessel which could provide the brig 
with a navigator anda few seamen. On Sept. 
21,12 days after he took command, he sighted 
another vessel and set signals of distress. The 
other vessel, however, was also fiying signals of 
distress. She was the German bark Fried- 
erich Scalia, Capt. Hoffschild, bound from 
Stettn for Charleston, with a — smail 
cargo of salt. The steward made known 
his need of a navigator, several sailors, and 
& quantity of provisions and water. Capt. 
Hoffscnild replied that he would have to bring 
his whole crew on board. All of his boats had 
been washed away, but the steward and his two 
men succeeded in launching one of their own 
boats, which went alongside the bark. The 
crew of the latter, with some provisions and 
water, were transferred to the brig. which at 
once headed toward this port. The bark wus 
worth net more than $4,000, but the brig’s cargo 
was a very valuable one. This fact, the Captain 
zaid, had much to doin inducing him to abandon 
his own vessel, which had been disabled in a hur- 
ricane. 

Capt. Hoffschild yesterday libeled the Merry- 
man and her cargo for salvage for bringing her 
into port. L, A. Robertson & Co., of No. 9 Old- 
slip, who are part owners of the Merryman, say 
they will resist the Captain's claims, as their 
vessel rescued him and his crew from the dis- 


abled bark.

SWINDLED BY HIS STEWARD. 

A GENTLEMAN’S ASTONISHMENT TO FIND HE 
OWES HIS BUTCHER $1,800. 

At the instance of Andrew Ruehl, one of 
the proprietors of the Windsor Market, kept by 
Ruehl & Merkel, at Nos. 646 and 648 Sixth-ave- 
nue, Patrolman Jagies, of the Twenty-ninth Pre- 
cinct, on Monday evening arrested Raimon Car- 
rio, a Cuban, who claims to live at No. 262 West 
Forty-seventh-street. Ruehl charged Carrio 
with havine defrauded him out of several bun- 
dred dollars by means of worthless checks. 
When arraigned before Justice O'Reilly, at the 


Jefferson Market Police Court, yesterday morn- 
ing, no person ee to prosecute Carrio, and 
he was discharged. 

Mr. Ruehl said yesterday that the Terry fam- 
ily had long been good customers of his, and 
were in the habit of paying their bills monthly. 
Since May, 1883, the house has been in charge of 
Mr. Antonio Terry during the absence of his 
father in Cuba. The bills were allowed to run 
up, until a month ago they reached about $1,800. 
Carrio, who was employed as steward of the 
Terry household, mude all the purchases, and the 
passbook was sent to the house daily, while a 
weekly bill was rendered. When Carrio was 
asked why the bills were not paid he said that it 
was owing to the absence of theelder Mr. Terry, 
and that as soon as he returned matters would 
be all settled up. On different occasions Carrio 
brought checks of Mr. Terry’s, amounting to 
$600, to Ruehl and got Mr. Ruehl to cash them. 

A month ago, when Mr. Kuehl acquainted Mr. 
Terry with the fact that he owed the firm $1,800, 
that tleman was dumfounded. He said that 
the checks he had given Carrio and which Ruebl 
had cashed had been given toward liquidating 
the account, and he did not suppose that he 
owed more than $100, Carrio having persistently 
suppressed the weekly bills and kept the pass 
book out of sight. About this time Carrio dis- 
appeared. Ruehl met him in Sixth-avenue on 

onday evening aud caused his arrest. After 
he was locked up, Ruehi consulted his counsel, 
who told him that he had no cause of complaint 
against Carrio, and advised him not to appear 
against him. A note announcing Carrio’s arrest 
was seat to Mr. Terry, but the latter gentleman 
said that he had not received it in time to appear 
in court, and therefore Carrio was discharged.

TRUSTEES NOT RESPONSIBLE. 
NO DAMAGES FOR THE SUFFERERS IN THE 
PANIC ON THE BRIDGE. 

The Court of Appeals has sustained the 
decision of Chief-Justice McAdam, of the City 
Court, that the persons hurt in the panic on 
the Brooklyn bridge on Decoration Day, 1883, 
and the Administrators of the persons then 
killed cannot recover damages against the 
bridge Trustees. Before the decision of Chief- 
Justice McAdam reached the Court of Appeals 
it was affirmed by the General Terms of the City 


and Common Pleas Courts. All the Judges of 
the court of last resort have joined in sustain- 


ing it. 

Phe suit on which it was rendered was that of 
Lizzie Hannon, suing by her mother as her 
uardian ad litem the Trustees and the Super- 
ntendent of the bridge, and claiming $2,000 dam- 
a for bodily injury and mental! distress, She 
charged that the defendants improperly allowed 
from 87,000 to 90,000 foot passengers to throng 
the bridge, and neglected to appointan adequate 
police force to guide and preserve order among 
them. After all the evidence had been putin at 
the Trial Term counsel for the bridge moved for 
the dismissal of the complaint, on the ground 
that no neglect of duty had been proved, and 
that the bridge Trustees were not personally 
responsible for any act growing out of 
the constructionor managementof the bridge. 
In granting the motion Chief-Justice McAdam 
held that the evidence did not show that if 
double the number of police officers that were 
there had beenon the bridge the crowd would 
not have surged and become panic-stricken, and, 
furthermore, that the Trustees were not person- 
ally liable, because they did not act on their 
individua] judgment, but were governed by the 
statute that placed the controlof the bridge in 
the will of a majority of them. But, beyond 
this, he declared that evenif it were true that 
the police officers were negligent, the Superin- 
tendent who appointed them could not be held 
liable, the doctrine ——— superior not oeing 
applicable to public officers. 

he final affirmance of this opinion relieves the 
bridge Trustees from contingent liabilities to 
the extent of about $500,000. James M. Lydd 
appeared for the defeated plaintiff and A. J. 
ee and Bergen & Dykman for the 
bridge Trustees and superintendent.

OPENING THE NEW PARADE GROUND. 

After two unsuccessful attempts on ac- 
count of rainy weather, the military authorities 
of this city succeeded in formally opening the 
new military parade ground in Van Cortlandt 
Park yesterday. The Eleventh Regiment had 


its annual inspection and muster on the new 
grounds. The command assembledin its armory 
at 7 A. M., and received the new State service 
uniform, which its members wore for the 
first time. After parading through various 
thoroughfares, and paying a marching salute 
to Gen. Lloyd Aspinwall at his residence in East 
Eleventh-street, the regiment took a special 
train on the Sixth-avenue elevated road and 
went by way of the New-York City and Northern 
Railroad to the parade ground,which was reached 
about 11 o’clock. A shady lane led from the 
station past the old Van Cortlandt manor house 
to the parade ground. Col. Augustus Van 
Cortlandt stood on the portico and raised 
his hat courteously as the regiment marched 
by. The band was dismissed, and the 
regiment was drilled in battalion manceuvres 
on the spacious grounds: At 1 o'clock the 
drummers sounded the “roast beef’: call, and 
the men were dismissed for rations.
